cause a sufficient number of the 


priests had not sanctified themselves 
(had not undergone certain wash-; 
ings, abstinence and forms), nor had 
the people assembled at Jerusalem! 
owing to the fact that the temple) 
was not cleansed until the sixteenth 
day of Nisan, and the fourteenth day> 
was the time for beginning the Pass- 
over, Accordingly, the King with the 
princes, and all the assembly in 
Jerusalem, had taken counsel togeth- 
er and had agreed to keep the Pass-| 
over in the second month. The law 
(Numbers 9,10, 11) allowed those 
who for good reasons were prevented 
from observing the Passover at the 
regular time to celebrate it in the 
second month, and this decision 
seemed right to the king and the 
whole assembly.

alter Reginald Baker, C.V.O., 

former secretary of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway and the last 
surviving member of the original 
traffic organization, of the line, 
died on April 1, at his home in 
Montreal. Mr. Baker entered the 
service of the C.P.R. two days 
after the organization of the com- 
pany in 1881 and retired at his own 
request on January 1, 1917. He 
was in his 77th year. 

During his thirty-five years’ 
service with the C.P.R., Mr. Baker 
was assistant to the general super- 
intendent, assistant to the pre- 


sident, assistant to the vice-pre- |# 


sident, and secretary. Previous to 
his association with the railway, 
he was private secretary and comp- 
troller to Lord Dufferin, Governor- 
General, 1874-78, 

Born in York, England, on May 
25, 1852, Mr. Baker came to this 
country alone at the age of 13 
years. The boy. began to establish 
a career for himself early, and 
after passing through several 
stages of progress towards success, 
found himself, at the age of 22, 
private secretary of His Majesty's 
representative in the Dominion. 
Later he became attached to the 
Treasury Department and was 
assistant secretary of the Treasury 
Board at Ottawa just before the 
C.P.R. was organized. 

In the historical organization of 
the railroad, Mr. Baker was one of 
the principal actors. Before he 
died, the former secretary put 
down on paper, as the last sur- 
viving member of the orizinal 
group, just what were the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the begin- 
nings of the great company’s or- 
ganization, he company was 
formed on February 15, 1881, and 
the organization meeting of the 
board of directors was held two 
days later. Charles Drinkwater 
was named secretary of the com- 
pany, the first official to be ap- 
pointed, according to the account 
of the historical event as related 
by Mr. Baker, 


Mr. Baker's Story 

Duncan MclIntyre, later tirst 
vice-president of the company, 
was a member of the “Syndicate” 
which had planned the organiza- 
tion of the ©.P.R. He had made a 
promise to Mr. Baker some time 
»efore that, if the ‘‘Canadian Paci-

fic Railway venture’ came to any- 
thing, he would ‘remember him.” 

In his account of the matter, 
Mr. Baker recounts that “the 
matter had passed out of my mind’’ 
when on the night of February 18, 
1881, he received a message from 
Mr. McIntyre. ‘I was busy late at 
night, in my office in the Eastern 
Block at Ottawa, preparing the 
estimates for Parliament, when a 
boy walked in with a telegram,” 
Mr. Baker related, 

Following the instructions con- 
tained in the message, Mr. Baker 
went to the “Bank cottage’’— 
the little house attached to the 
Bank of Montreal for the use of 
members visiting Ottawa—and 
there met the little group of great 
builders of the great road. 


There seated at a table were 
Donald Smith, later Lord Strath- 
cona; George Stephen, later Lord 
Mount Stephen; R. B. Angus and 
Duncan Melntyre. The upshot of 
his interview with these historic 
figures was that he went to Winni- 
peg with A. B. Stickney, general 
superintendant of the C.P.R. west- 
ern division, as accountant on 
construction, and auditor of opera- 
tion. ‘The salary was ‘\0 per cent. 
better than I was getting in the 
civi} service,” Mr. Baker explains 


in his autobiographical account, 
“so, I said at once ‘I will go wher- 
ever you want me to go.’’ 


On the way to Winnipeg there 
were short stops at Chicago and 
St. Paul, where Mr. Baker had an 
opportunity of looking into the 
American system of railway ac- 
counts. A special train took the 
Bey to Winnipeg.

“This party was the original traffic 
organization of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway,” Mr. Baker recorded. 
“Before we arrived at Winnipeg,” 
he continued, “Mr. Stickney de- 
cided that he wanted me to act as 
his assistant and I was accordingly 
appointed to the position of assis- 
tant to the general superintend- 
ent.’ 


Various Appointments 


In Winnipeg, Mr. Baker held 
several positions successively in 
the C.P.R. He was purchasing 
agent, assistant to general manager 
local treasurer, assistant to general 
superintendent, executive agent 
and filled several other positions. 
He was also connected with the 
Manitoba and North West Rail- 
way. In 1901 he left Winnipeg for 
Montreal. On that occasion he 
was presented with a solid silver 
service by the business community 
of the western city. 

During bis connection with the 
railway, Mr. Baker came into con- 
tact with several royal personages. 
He wasin charge of the royal train 
over the C.P.R. lines during the 
several visits of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, now the reigning 
monarchs; Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught, and Prince Fushimi. In 
return for his services to these 
royal visitors he was presented 
with several testimonials and re- 
ceived several titles. Among his 
titles were: Commander of the 
Royal Victorian Order, Com- 
mander of the Order of the Sacred 
Treasure of Japan, Esquire of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem, and 
Freeman of the City of York. 

He held audiences with Their 
Majesties King George and Queen 
Mary at Buckingham Palace in 
1911.

Announcement that the rails of the Tfudson Bay Railway had reached 
Churchill on Good Friday, is the most weleome news the people of Western 
Canada have received for some time, heralding, as it did, the realization of 
au long entertained hope. For many years Western Canada agitated for he 
building of a railway to the Bay It was vigorous, even violently, opposed 
by Eatern Canada interests, and, politically speaking, the voice of the West 
was weak in comparison to that of the East The West, however, kept 
up its campaign of education as to the merits and feasibility of the route, 
and ultimately all political parties in Canada became committed to the 
project. 

Finally, plans for a Hudson Bay Railway assumed definite shape in 
1910, when a branch line of the Canadian Northern was completed from 
Hudson Bay Junction, Sask., to The Pas, Manitoba, and the building of a 
Government line from The Pas te Hudson Bay was authorized by Parlia- 
ment. Work commenced the following year with Churchill as the objective. 

Following a change of Ottawa, Churchill was 
abandoned as the proposed terminal, and Port Nelson chosen, The location 
of the railroad was accordingly altered. The right-of-way was cleared and 
graded to Port Nelson and steel laid, before the end of 1916,
